PERPIGNAN, France. UP) — 
Spanish mountaineers reported 
here today that more than 2000 
loyal troops were killed when they 
were ambushed in the hills outside 
of Zaragoza by the rebel army. 

The mountaineers, who said 
they had marched with leftist 
forces on Zaragoza in an advance 
which the government hoped 
would wipe out the town as a 
rebel stronghold in northeastern 
Spain, told French officials that 
at the border village of Bagneres 
de Luchon, one of the main leftist 
columns was surrounded and 
mowed down by Fascist machine 
guns.

It was learned, however, that federal authorities have been 
investigating California sites, inasmuch as the federal government 
will supply funds with which to build the prison.

Citrus Man's Spouse 
Excused From Jury At 
Riot Trial 


SACRAMENTO, CP)-More than 
a half million dollars will be paid 
in to the unemployment insurance 
fund of the state by employers 
subject to the act today and to¬ 
morrow, department officials esti¬ 
mated on the basis of receipts the 
past 24 hours. 

The deadline for forwarding the 
contributions designated • by the 
law is midnight July 31. 

At the last calculation more 
than 3000 employers had remitted 
approximately $1,000,000 at the 
rate of 01-hundredth3 of one per 
cent of their wage payroll. Em¬ 
ployes' contributions which have 
been deducted from paychecks 
since the first of January are at 
the rate of 45-hundredths of 1 per 
cent. 

Agricultural labor, domestic ser¬ 
vants, officers or members of a 
crew of a vessel on navigable 
waters, federal, state and local 
public employes and employes of 
charitable institutions are exempt. 

The benefits of the act begin 
Jan. 1, 1938. 

The constitutionality of the act 
under which the collections are be¬ 
ing made is being tested in a suit 
recently argued at San Francisco. 


WASHINGTON. UP)— John S. 
Farnsworth, whose career in the 
American navy ended dismally in 
court-martial a number of years 
ago. angrily denied in the District 
of Columbia federal court today 
that he had betrayed his country’s 
defense secrets to a foreign power. 

After two weeks in the District 
of Columbia jail, the former lieu¬ 
tenant commander appeared be¬ 
fore Justice Oscar Luhring to 
plead innocence to two offenses 
charged by a federal grand jury. 

The indictment returned by the 
jury last week said Farnsworth 
had delivered a confidential naval 
publication. "The Service of In¬ 
formation and Security,” to a Jap¬ 
anese agent in August, 1934. It 
also charged he had attempted 
to make such a delivery. 

Farnsworth, seemingly cheery 
and confident, was returned to the 
district jail after today’s arraign¬ 
ment to await trial before a fed¬ 
eral court jury early in October. 
William E. Leahy, his attorney, 
said he "probably" would not be 
able to post $10,000 bond. 

The accused former officer is a 
one-time resident of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, a graduate of the naval 
academy at Annapolis and well 
known in the national capital, 
where he was taken into custody 
recently by naval intelligence and 
justice department officers.

Statesmen 
prefer nearly static conditions, 
evolving slowly along well-con¬ 
sidered lines. 

Since the war they have been 
disturbed by popular movements. 

A few, like Mussolini and Hitler, 
have capitalized the discontent of 
peoples and ridden into power by 
leading the movements they saw 
developing or which they helped 
foment. 

Political, social and religious 
lines have been tightened in Spain 
by years of seething unrest and the 
various uprisings. 

The Fascist forces under Gen¬ 
eral Francisco Franco say Spain 
is threatened with communism.

Men Recommend Actio 
As Part of $235,000 
Sea Wall Work 


NEWPORT-BALBOA. ■ Consid¬ 
eration will be given here in the 
near future to a proposed revised 
master plan for the city of New¬ 
port Beach. 

L. Deming Tilton, planning con¬ 
sultant for the city at the present 
time, has been approached regard¬ 
ing the proposed plan He pro¬ 
poses surveys affecting streets and 
traffic, parks and recreational fa¬ 
cilities and grouping of buildings 
and public structures under a plan 
which would cost the city $600. 


ORANGE.—Dr. John Brown Ma¬ 
son. professor of history at Colo¬ 
rado Woman’s college, Denver, 
gave a comprehensive view of the 
Spanish revolution now in prog¬ 
ress, and stated causes leading 
up to that event, at the lunch¬ 
eon meet of the Lions club yes¬ 
terday. 

In the past 120 years the Span¬ 
ish people have had nine constitu¬ 
tions, the last one lasting 47 years, 
he said. In the 10 months it 
was a republic, Spain had four 
presidents. More than a million 
Spaniards make less than 66 
cents a day, and more than a 
hundred thousand make about 8 
cents a day, he said. The army 
is a large political machine, he 
added, the huge budget going 
mostly for officers' salaries. Edu¬ 
cation is neglected, and teachers 
poorly paid. The church which 
dominates the public education is 
not interested in its advancement, 
he claimed. 

The present revolution embraces 
Communists, disgruntled army of¬ 
ficers and land owners, Dr. Mason 
explained. The officers are lead¬ 
ing the revolt, he continued, de¬ 
claring when a people are hurt in 
their material feelings and relig¬ 
ious beliefs something is sure to 
happen, and that is the situation 
in Spain. The government strong¬ 
hold is in Madrid, but he fears 
that the rebels will be successful, 
and he predicted that either Com¬ 
munism or Fascism will rule the 
country.

Science scored again todav when 
it was revealed that a steam tur¬ 
bine electric locomotive developing 
5000 horsepower and capable of 
110 miles per hour trailing 1000 
tons would soon be put into ex¬ 
perimental service. 

The new locomotive, a develop¬ 
ment of the recently formed re¬ 
search department of the Union 
Pacific railroad, will burn fuel oil 
of approximately the same grade 
as that used for conventional 
steam locomotives. Streamlined 
and appearing similar to the power 
units of the new Union Pacific 
streamliners it will be about 20 
per cent lighter per horsepower 
than steam locomotives and light¬ 
er than the present streamliner 
power cars. Adoption of the new 
power will depend upon the result 
of the experiments. 

Announcement of the new de¬ 
velopment was made at Los An¬ 
geles by F. H. Knickerbocker, gen¬ 
eral manager of the Union Pa¬ 
cific. Delivery is expected early 
in the coming year. 

Although specific details were 
not revealed it was learned that 
the engine will have two 2500 
horsepower self-contained units, 
which can be operated individually 
or in synchronization, and that by 
operation of both units it will be 
possible to readily maintain the 
schedules of the Los Angeles lim¬ 
ited, the Challenger, or other fast 
trains of the Union Pacific in 
transcontinental service which car¬ 
ry conventionally constructed all- 
steel coach and sleeping car equip¬ 
ment.

Son of Stagecoach Builder 
Recalls First Railroad 


This evening’s historical broad¬ 
cast, to be made from KVOE at 
5:30 by members of the Federal 
Historical Research project, will 
continue last Thursday’s discus¬ 
sion of "Sports and Recreations 
in Early Orange County Days," 
but will give more details. 

Baseball will be the main topic 
and numerous interesting and hu¬ 
morous situations will be recount¬ 
ed concerning stars of the baseball 
diamond whom “old timers” will 
probably recall with particular in¬ 
terest. 

Immediately following the his¬ 
torical broadcast, a new program 
entitled "Club Cabana,” present¬ 
ing the distinctive music of Diego 
Romero will be offered, starting at 
5:45. The Latin-American atmos¬ 
phere of the presentation will add 
to the picturesque beauty and 
gaiety of the rhythm. Tunes will 
include "Yo No Be Rorque Llora- 
bas," "Lolina," “Dans Las Tres,” 
and “Duce.” 


"In rough places, these coaches 
would rock like a cradle, and could 
you get sea-sick in them!” ex¬ 
claimed Ed Stafford. 

Santa Anans raved over the 
grandeur of the old River station 
ir. Los Angeles, and the novelty of 
being able to eat between trains 
at the station, instead of going to 
a hotel he recalled. 

With other members of his fam¬ 
ily he settled in Santa Ana sev¬ 
eral years before any railroad 
service to Los Angeles had been 
established, and clearly recalls 
building of the first Central Pa¬ 
cific and Union Pacific railroad 
lines into California. 


Days when "accommodation” 
trains lurched over a four-hour 
route from Los Angeles to Santa 
Ana were recalled recently by Ed 
Stafford, Santa Ana pioneer who 
celebrated his 74th birthday and 
50 years spent in this locality. 

The "accommodation” was chief¬ 
ly for persons sending anything 
from a coop of chickens or a wag¬ 
on load of hay to a carload of 
livestock, requiring lengthy stops 
along the way. 

"Dad” Thomas was one of the 
first engineers on the line, and 
Flank Curtis was one of the early 
conductors, Stafford said, Curtis, 
who came to Santa Ana about 
1870, lived with Capt. Abbott, one 
of the first sea captains to call 
at Newport bay. 

Mail Goes Through 

Oscar Stafford, older brother of 
Ed, drove a stage between Los An¬ 
geles and San Diego, working for 
Henry Neil, who built a livery ta¬ 
ble at Fourth and Spurgeon streets 
about 1878, and had a mail-carry¬ 
ing contract. 

It was during a winter in the 
eaily '80s that Oscar, then about 
25, succeeded in getting his stage 
across the swollen Las Flores 
river, on the return trip from San 
Diego. 

Meeting the driver of the south¬ 
bound stage, young Stafford 
warned him of the dangerous 
crossing. Experienced in handling 
hi» team in all kinds of weather, 
the older driver said cheerfully: 

Goes Under 

"Well, if you can make it, guess 
I can.” 

He set off toward the river, to 
be found drowned next morning 
with two of his horses and the 
stage, washed downstream. Only 
two of the horses had broken free 
and saved themselves. 

Stages used then were spring¬ 
less, known as "thoroughbrace" 
coaches. Stafford's father built 
several of this type of coach, 
swinging the bodies on heavy

Henry Sienkiewicz, Noted Author of 
‘Quo Vadis,’ Lived at Anaheim

Bettered conditions in Orange 
county were reflected today in the 
report of County Auditor W. T. 
Lambert and County Tax Collec¬ 
tor ,1. C. Lamb that delinquencies 
this year on the entire county tax 
roll were only 5.51 per cent as 
compared with 9.33 per cent last 
year. 

The figure includes school and 
special district taxes. It repre¬ 
sents a levy of $5,279,621.11 and 
delinquency of $291,029.21. 

On the total county roll of in¬ 
side and outside cities, represent¬ 
ing purely county functions, the 
delinquency was 3.7 per cent, as 
compared with 6.48 per cent last 
year. Of a levy of $1,334,755.31 
there remained unpaid $49,337.93. 

Special Districts 

Delinquency remained high in 
the Broadway improvement dis¬ 
trict at Laguna Beach, where py¬ 
ramiding improvement bond as¬ 
sessments have forced a number 
of property owners to default both 
assessments and taxes. One of 
the seven zones was 96 per cent 
delinquent and another 93.90 per 
cent. 

Santa Ana city acquisition and 
improvement district No. 5 showed 
delinquency of 74.65 per cent, rep¬ 
resenting default of $1140.20 on a 
levy of $1528.80. 

On the other hand one school 
district, Greenville, showed 100 
per cent collection, with no de¬ 
linquency, and that in San .Joaquin 
was only .02 per cent delinquent. 

High Marks 

In the San Clemente area, where 
tax collections have been poor for 
several years, the San Clemente 
school district was 28.72 per cent 
delinquent and the Scrra school 
district was 16.23 per cent delin¬ 
quent.

Sienkiewicz was a Polish Nov¬ 
elist. He was a great patriot 
and a great artist. You may 
ask: “What has that do with 
Orange county?” 

In 1877, at the age of 31, he 
came to California with the 
Polish colony that settle in 
Anaheim. The colony was a 
failure because it consisted of 
artists and political exiles that 
were not pioneers and who soon 
grew tired of the frontier and 
most of them went back to 
Europe. 

Sienkiewicz spent a number of 
his tragic years beneath our 
skies. He was unable to adapt 
himself to the environment of 
Anaheim at that time. The 
story of his poverty and misery 
has never been adequately told. 

Madame Mojeska in her mem¬ 
oirs tells the best we know 
about him in California and his 
unhappiness while he was here. 

It had been thought that his 
great trilogy was started while 
he was in San Francisco imme¬ 
diately after he left Anaheim. 
No doubt those literary ideas 
were forming while he was liv¬ 
ing in our locality. 

Poverty and homesickness are 
great stimulents for art. Mr. 
Jenkins says the trilogy was 
started in 1880 and if that is 
so, then his rise to fame started 
in Anaheim. The trilogy was 
not published until later (much 
later), but the conjecture stands. 

While in Anaheim he was cor¬ 
respondent for the Warsaw 
newspapers. He wrote "Char¬ 
coal Sketches” while in Califor¬ 
nia. These sketches were about 
searching pathos, and they pos¬ 
sessed a most common knowl¬ 
edge of common grief. 

There is laughter in the Char¬ 
coal Sketches. There is love in 
open frankness, for it is a pri¬ 
mary force. Religious instinct 
and love of the soil are in the 
sketches. If you have time, 
read them. 

He gathered simplicity from 
life: health, beauty, frankness, 


honesty. His art is bold and 
strong and clear. He said: 'The 
first among life's simplicities is 
the pity of it.” 

He was a prominent relief 
worker during the late World 
war. He was a member of the 
Russian Academy of Science. He 
wrote under the pseudonym 
“Litwos,” describing America (a 
series of letters); and strange! 
he never wanted to return to 
California in his later years. 

We moderns know him chiefly 
because he wrote “Quo Vadis.” 
That book was the most popular 
in 1899. It was the notable 
translator, Jeremiah Curtain, 
who caught the Polish spirit and 
gave it to us in English. 

"Quo Vadis” has been present¬ 
ed on the stage, screen and been 
read by millions in America. It 
is dramatic, often melodramatic, 
sensuous and at times over-ex¬ 
citing. 

Petronius, the Roman abritra- 
tor of fashion and his philosophy 
will live. The Rome of Nero 
will burn in the minds of all 
who read “Quo Vadis.” 

Personally, he had a great in¬ 
terest in history. He was the 
son of a Polish country gentle¬ 
man. He was graduated from 
the University of Warsaw, and 
at 22 he set out to travel and 
learn about the world. He 
learned about California in Ana¬ 
heim. 

He will long be remembered 
as a most distinguished writer 
of historical fiction. He has 
served millions because he 
brought millions of hours of fine 
recreation under an incadescent 
lamp or on a log in the woods 
to many who needed escape from 
the drab monotony of life and 
the heavy burdens of economic 
woes. 

I suggest your reading: “The 
Deluge,” ‘Quo Vadis” and “With 
Fire and Sword.” 

I hope you are glad to know 
that such a man as Henry 
Sienkiewicz lived beneath an 
Orange county sky.

He's After It 


Alf M. Landon was 49 years old when he re¬ 
ceived the Republican nomination for President in 
1936. 

Two terms as governor of Kansas had put him 
in the national spotlight. 

His first came in 1932. In a three-way contest 
he won by a plurality of 5,000 votes. 

The second came in 1934. His plurality had 
grown to 62,000. 

Significant was the fact that he was one of five 
Republican governors elected in 1932 while the Re¬ 
publican presidential nominee, Herbert C. Hoover, 
lost. 

In 1934, when the victorious Democratic party 
was consolidating its lines, he was the only Repub¬ 
lican state governor re-elected. 

Gubernatorial measures that attracted national 
attention for him were economies in state govern¬ 
ment, from the executive mansion down. These won 
him the appellation of “the Kansas Coolidge.” 

“Stop Landon” movements were launched as the 
Republican national convention moved on to Cleve¬ 
land. He was named on the first ballot. Support 
of the Frank Knox forces helped make his vote 
unanimous. Knox became Landon’s running mate. 

A hustling go-getter directed Landon’s pre-con¬ 
vention drive and was named national Republican 
chairman. John D. M. Hamilton, a young Kansas 
lawyer, organized the “Landon-for-Presidcnt” move¬ 
ment. William Allen White, of Emporia, Kan., and 
Roy Roberts, of Kansas City, newspapermen, were 
among the candidate's most intimate advisers. 

Shattering precedent, Landon telegraphed to 
Cleveland his "interpretation" of the platform before 
his nomination. 

Born September 9, 1887, Landon was the son of 
an Ohio oil production superintendent. His ances¬ 
tors, of New England lineage, had been early Penn¬ 
sylvania farmers. His birthplace was his grand¬ 
father's Methodist parsonage at West Middlesex 
Pa. He studied law, but engaged in the oil business 
until politics called him. 

His wife, the former Theo Cobb, was the so¬ 
cially prominent daughter of a Topeka banker. 
There are three children: Peggy Anne, daughter of 
the governor's first wife, and Nancy Jo and John 
Cobb.

Fish comes to the table in many 
guises, giving variety to summer 
meals. These three will please 
the most particular appetites: 

Chartreuse of Salmon 

Break 2 cups cooked, boned and 
skinned salmon into flakes, add 1 
tablespoon finely chopped parsley, 

1 teaspoon grated onion, 1 table¬ 
spoon lemon juice, salt and pep¬ 
per to season, V* cup milk and 2 
eggs, well beaten. You will need 
3 cups cooked rice. Put a layer in 
a buttered ring mold, then add 
half of the salmon mixture. Add 
a layer of rice, the rest of the 
salmon and a top layer of rice. 
Set on a pan of water and bake 
in a moderate oven 1 hour. Un¬ 
mold on a hot platter and fill the 
center of the ring with creamed 
peas. 

Lobster Mousse 

This is an aristocratic dish suit¬ 
able for a bridge, important guests 
or your own family. Soak 1 table¬ 
spoon gelatin in % cup water for 
5 minutes. Dissolve over a pan of 
boiling water until liquid. Then 
blend with the meat of a 2-pound 
lobster or 1 y 2 cups canned lobster, 
% cup finely minced celery, % cup 
minced apple, 2-3 cup mayonnaise, 

2 tablespoons lemon juice, and 
salt, pepper and cayenne pepper to 
taste. Lastly, fold in y 2 cup of 
whipped cream. Rinse a fish or 
other kind of mold out of cold 
water and fill with the lobster 
mixture. Chill until the salad is 
firm. Unmold on to a chilled plat¬ 
ter and surround with watercress. 
Serve with hot finger rolls or 
clover rolls and a substantial des¬ 
sert. 

Clam Chowder 

Canned clam chowder, when 
served with a crisp salad and a 
light dessert, makes a nice sup¬ 
per dish. Soak thick soda crack¬ 
ers in ice water for 5 minutes, 
drain thoroughly, dot with butter 
and sprinkle with paprika. Toast 
in a hot oven until brown. Serve 
with the hot clam chowder.

Almost all of us know what it 
is to suffer from a headache, dull, 
aching, or sharp and trobbing. We 
know how a head feels when it 
aches, but we do not know why it 
aches. We treat the pain and 
simply stop it in time. 

We call it a congested condition 
of the brain, but physicians know 
that brain tissue is not supplied 
with pain recording nerves. 

It remained for the surgeon to 
discover the cause of many head¬ 
aches. It has been a common pro¬ 
cedure for the brain surgeon to 
cut the skin and skull while anaes¬ 
thetized with a local anaesthetic 
and do the necessary operating in 
the brain while the patient was 
conscious but suffering no pain. 
By irritating certain parts of the 
brain with electric probes they 
were able to discover what por¬ 
tions reacted in pain, similar to 
headache. 

Dr. Temple Fay, who teaches 
neuro-surgery at Temple univer¬ 
sity medical school, disclosed the 
results of ten years of this kind of 
study at the annual meeting of 
the American Neurological Society 
at Atlantic City recently. He was 
able to determine that in the large 
veins and arteries were contained 
nerves capable of giving the sen¬ 
sation of headache. Irritation of 
a large number of them caused a 
general headache. 

Further study indicated that 
over - distention of the vessels 
caused the sensation of nain. What 
caused the distention had to be 
determined. By injecting «alt 
solution into the spinal canal, he 
increased the pressure in the ves¬ 
sels of the brain. Great was his 
satisfaction when the patients 
complained of dull headaches fol¬ 
lowed by a pounding, throbbing 
ache as the pressure increased. 

He was now pleased to find that 
when he withdrew the fluid the 
patient announced that the pain 
was decreasing and soon disap¬ 
peared altogether. 

Finally Dr. Fay evolved his 
"fluid balance” theory. When peo¬ 
ple's bodies contained too much 
fluid, brain vessels were distended. 
He found that this type of head¬ 
ache was most common in plump, 
fat, full blooded, overweight indi¬ 
viduals, who consumed large quan¬ 
tities of food and fluid and did not 
eliminate properly. This proved 
that the usual prescription for 
drinking plentifully of salines was

A New Relief Plan? 

A N ASTOUNDING new administration relief theory— 
one which may result in the government’s setting up 
the most industrious of our 12,000,000 unemployed citizens 
in business for themselves in competition with private 
industry—apparently is being given a trial on a small 
scale in Orange county, already the testing grounds for 
the federal adult education forum project. 

Believe it or not, the cooperative dairy at Westmin¬ 
ster, started two years ago with a federal grant of $14,000 
to relieve unemployment, seemingly has been given out¬ 
right to a corporation composed of seven men who have 
been running it. And the Rural Resettlement administra¬ 
tion has loaned the firm $7,850 and authorized it to com¬ 
pete with private business. 

Don’t ask us what right a New Deal agency has to 
give a $14,000 relief enterprise to a group of private in¬ 
dividuals as their own property, if such actually is the 
case. There may be plenty of warrant for it. We don’t 
know. More information on the deal is now being fer¬ 
reted out by Journal newsmen. 

Perhaps the administration believes this new type of 
relief may have a lot of value in terms of human rehabili¬ 
tation. Certainly, this rich nation can afford to spend a 
few thousands or millions to put citizens of the type 
engaged in self-help work back on their feet. 

But the real importance of the program, however, 
lies in its national significance and in its potential effect 
upon private industry and agriculture, the tax-paying pil¬ 
lars of government. 

Such a program on a national scale, unless carefully 
controlled and restricted, might produce a price war that 
would quickly demoralize private producers and traders. 
Because these federally-financed firms would be able to 
sell cheaper on open market than private firms, all other 
things being equal, due to the fact that they would 
have no interest to pay on capital investment and only 
3 or 4 per cent on operating funds. 

Private firms, being forced to sell at lower prices 
for smaller volume, would be compelled to cut wages and 
fire workers in order to keep from going broke. And, 
this being true, what good will it do to put some of today’s 
unemployed army back on their feet, if an equal number 
of today’s workers are knocked out of jobs? 

We hope our interpretation of the Westminster dairy 
project is wrong. We hope our analysis of its eventual 
results is ill-founded. For we would hate to see the recov¬ 
ery of America’s great private producing agencies endan¬ 
gered simply to test out a new theory of government relief.

The Edge of the Precipice 

I T’S EASY to see how another world war could start 
from the bloody civil strife in Spain. The Spanish con¬ 
flict is not purely a national disturbance. It’s a battle of 
Faccism against Communism. From the sidelines Ger¬ 
many and Italy are cheering the Fascist rebels, while 
France and Russia are backing the Leftist federals. 

If the war lasts much longer, these cheers from the 
sidelines might be supported by substantial aid in the 
form of munitions and money. And the next step would 
be for men to follow the money, and then the battlelines 
would cover all Europe. 

Some observers say that Europe is still too exhausted 
from the last struggle to start another. That may be 
correct, but statistics show there are more men under 
arms in Europe today than in 1914. And they are not 
mobilized just for their health. 

The Spanish civil war illustrates how a general con¬ 
flagration might start. If it does, America must stay out 
of it, no matter if our munitions trusts and major war 
materials industries lose the chance to profiteer at Eu¬ 
rope’s expense.

S ANTA ANANS have gone back to home building. Dur¬ 
ing the first 29 days of July construction of family 
dwellings is far ahead of the same period in July, 1935. 
This is the best sort of recovery news. Families again 
feel the earth solid under theih feet. 

So far this month there are 45 building permits total¬ 
ing $83,489 as against 55 permits totaling $34,603 last 
July. 

For the nation as a whole, the increase for June over 
June of last year in residential building was 142 per cent. 
The increase here this month is keeping pace. 

This is only a tiny beginning, however, when meas¬ 
ured against the need—a need that will make itself felt 
in rapidly mounting figures as confidence and stability 
return.
